BEES. 


Rules for Their Sucocesful ManugcnKmfc ill 
Winter. 


A correspondent of the AmericaiiBcc 


Journal, writing from Battle Ground, 
Ind., furnishes that paper with tho fol- 
lowing useful hints- 


It i3 usual for the apiarist to look 


after his colonies of boos and see that 
ouch one is in good condition for win- 
tering. We will suggest, as a rule, 
that from November 1 to the middle of 
December is a good time to look after 
tho bees, and see that they have a 
sufficiency of honey 
to last them 


through tho winter. Perhaps in some 
seasons it should be attended to earlier. 
A good colony of bees should have al 
least fifteen to twenty pounds of honey, 
stored iu tho combs. It is now a] 
mooted question as to whether it is ad- 
visable for a colony to possess a very' 
great quantity of pollen, in their winter 
stores. 
It has been asserted, and wo think 


very justly too, by some who profess toi 
be well versed in the science of apicul- 
ture, that pollen is the true cause of so 
much disease among bees during the 
winter months, and especially very 
early in the spring do we often hear of 
complaints about the bees having diar- 
rhceri. As a remedy for this trouble, 
wo inrthor suggest that salt water be 
plan.I in wooden 
troughs and set 


with''t a few yards of the bees, and 
then we think there will be but littlo 
risk to rnn in bees keeping perfectly, 
health j, if all other things are in proper 
conditiou, such as ventilation, good, 
pure food, anil a comfortable shed, 
which should always bo provided for 
them by the boe-keeper. The shed 
should have an eastern front, but if it 
ran uot bo thus made, our next choice 
would be a south front. 
All beo-sheds 


should have a close-fitting back and a 
well-shingled roof. 


If those su£ge->tious are attended to 


at the right time, and prepared with as 
due regard to comfort for the boes as 
any other stock on the farm, we would 
haye no i'ausr for complaint.

What the Census Shows 


Dr. J. N. Randall has been investigat- 


ing the U. S. Census report for 1880, nud 
makes a few comparisons of interest to 
the RHrTOMOAN renders. The increase 
of population in Illinois during the last 
decade was 538,000., This is ciiual to an 
annual growth of'"BS.OOO, or enough to 
equal the population of Sangamon county. 
The distribution of this pain in numbers 
\1fa not such as to ?ive all sections cause 
for congratulation. Almost half of the 
gain in the population for the ten years 
was in Cook county alone. Its number 
rose from 350,000 to 607,000. 
On the 


other hand the population of many coun- 
ties fell off from the count of 1870, 
Among the counties that suffered a loss 
are Brown, Hancock, Jo Daviess, Knox, 
Marshall and Schnyler. Mneon county 
made a gain of 4,175 in the decade. Of 
this number all but 1,600 were added to 
Decatur. The gain of Mneon county was 
less than that of Piatt. The per cent, of 
gain per annum in Macon was 1><, while 
Piatt's was 3>£. There were 1,137 more 
males of all nges in Maoon county than 
females; 2,101 persons living in Mnoon 
county in 1880 were foreign"born. Nenr- 
two-fifths of the people in Cook county 
were foreign born. The valuation in Mn- 
eon county in 1880 was $9,430,000. The 
total tax was $201,000, In making a 
comparison of the resources, products, 
Ac., of the counties of Illinois we find 
that Macon can urge a good claim to dis- 
tinction in the matter of taxation, as 
there are but one or two in the atate in 
which the ratio between taxes nnd valua- 
tion is greater than in Macon.

herded, and kills a bullock about every 
four or five days. Tho annual loss to tho 
cuttle owners, whoso herds are thus 
proved upon by cattle-lifters, is very 
great, since each tiger destroys, m a 
year, cnttlo worth about four hundred 
dollars.
